The  university  intends  to  launch  its 
own  investigation  to  determine  what-, 
if  any,  disciplinary  action  will  be 
taken,  said  Paul  Richards,  BYU  pub¬ 
lic  communications  officer.  “We  have 
some  players  who  have  been  charged 
with  felonies;  the  Office  of  Student 
Life  routinely  investigates  all  mat¬ 
ters  such  as  this  when  charges  are 
filed  in  the  courts.” 

He  added  that  Student  Life  will 
make  their  findings  known  to  BYU 
administrator  John  Stohlton,  under 
whose  jurisdiction  the  department 
falls,  who  will  then  make  a  decision, 
probably  in  conjunction  with  other 
school  leaders. 

The  inquiry  will  be  conducted  this 
week  to  determine  if  the  players  will 
be  able  to  play  in  Saturday’s  contest 
with  Air  Force  at  Colorado  Springs, 
Colo.,  he  said.  “We  need  to  have  a 
decision  before  Saturday,  and  we 
hope  to  have  enough  information  by 
then  to  decide  what  course  will  be 
necessary.” 

If  the  charges  prove  true,  Richards 
continued,  the  players  face  suspen¬ 
sion  or  expulsion  from  the  university. 
“And  someone  who  has  been  sus¬ 
pended  or  expelled  cannot  play  on  the 
team.” 

According  to  Sheeran,  the  exact 
charges  filed  are  as  follows:

•  Molini,  named  All-WAC  last  sea¬ 
son,  was  charged  with  two  counts  of 
passing  an  altered,  controlled-sub- 
stance  prescription  and  one  count  of 
passing  a  forged  prescription. 

•  Akeo  was  charged  with  one  count 
of  prescription  fraud. 

•  VonColln  was  charged  with  three 
counts  of  passing  altered  prescrip¬ 
tions. 

•  Sanders  was  charged  with  three 
counts  of  prescription  forgery  and  one 
count  of  prescription  fraud. 

All  charges  are  third-degree 
felonies  and  carry  a  maximum  penalty 
of  5  years  in  jail. 

Police  were  initially  tipped  off  by  an

anonymous  caller,  said  Sheeran.  “We 
acted  on  information  from  a  confiden¬ 
tial  source  that  alleged  (that)  BYU 
students  were  obtaining  controlled 
substances  through  prescription 
fraud.” 

Officers  began  to  look  into  the  mat¬ 
ter  on  Nov.  19  by  investigating  vari¬ 
ous  pharmacies  in  the  Provo  area,  he 
said.  “We  confiscated  a  number  of 
prescriptions,  and  after  a  follow-up 
investigation' we  decided  which  were 
legitimate  and  which  were  not,  and 
this  resulted  in  the  charges.” 

Some  of  the  prescriptions  were  le¬ 
gitimate  and  had  been  altered,  he 
said,  while  on  others  the  doctor’s

name  had  been  forged. 

He  said  more  than  one  pharmacy 
was  involved  —  “it  was  spread  out 
with  no  one  concentration”  —  and 
that  more  charges  in  connection  with 
the  case  were  pending. 

No  one  has  been  arrested,  Sheeran 
added,  and  the  men  have  14  days  after 
they  receive  their  summonses  to  ap¬ 
pear  before  the  court. 

Although  worried  about  a  trend 
with  these  allegations  following  the 
incident  last  season  at  the  Citrus 
Bowl  in  Florida,  Richards  said  the 
administration  is  “more  concerned 
about  what  it  could  mean  in  the  lives 
of  the  individuals.” 


Prescription 
drug  Percodan 
is  abused 

Ranked  as  the  19th  most  abused 
prescription  drug  in  America,  Perco¬ 
dan  is  next  to  LSD  in  terms  of  popu¬ 
larity  of  abuse,  according  to  a  recent 
Consumers’  Research  article. 

The  drug  depresses  brain  function 
and  causes  drowsiness,  clouded 
judgement  and  impaired  coordina¬ 
tion. 

The  Percodan  package  states  that 
additional  side  effects  can  include 
“respiratory  depression,  possible 
stroke,  changes  in  brain  function  and 
increased  cardiac  stress.  Psychic  and 
physical  dependence  and  tolerance 
may  develop  upon  repeated  adminis¬ 
tration.  It  also  may  impair  mental  and 
physical  abilities  such  as  driving  a  car 
and  operating  machinery.” 

According  to  a  1983  Nursing  Up¬ 
date,  “use  of  these  drugs  may  lead  to 
physical  and  psychological  depem 
dence.  Therefore  they  should  be  re¬ 
served  for  treating  severe  pain  unre¬ 
lieved  by  nonnarcotic  analgesics.” 

Additionally,  the  insert  mentions 
that  use  of  Percodan  in  cases  of  head 
injuries  can  elevate  pressure  on  the 
brain,  obscure  diagnosis  of  possible 
concussions  and  increase  the  severity 
of  any  cranial  trauma. 

“One  of  the  alarming  aspects  of  the 
drug  is  that  when  a  patient  is  in  pain, 
he  can  continue  to  function,  doing 
detriment  to  himself  without  knowing 
it,”say  experts.

Members  of  both  parties  said,  however,  they 
were  pleased  with  Carlucci’s  appointment.  Since 
Poindexter’s  resignation  Nov.  25,  Alton  Keel  has 
been  serving  as  Reagan’s  national  security  adviser 
■on  an  acting  basis. 

In  the  four-minute  speech  from  his  desk,  Reagan 


assured  the  nation:  “If  illegal  acts  were  under¬ 
taken,  those  who  did  so  will  be  brought  to  justice.  If 
actions  in  implementing  my  policy  were  taken  with¬ 
out  my  authorization,  knowledge  or  concurrence, 
this  would  be  exposed  and  appropriate  corrective 
steps  will  be  implemented.  ” 

The  fast-moving  chain  of  events  began  with  Sen. 
Richard  Lugar’s  demand  that  White  House  chief  of 
staff  Donald  T.  Regan  and  CIA  Director  William 
Casey  resign. 

Lugar,  R-Ind.,  outgoing  chairman  of  Senate  For¬ 
eign  Relations  Committee  and  usually  an  ally  of  the 
president,  said  the  U.S.  foreign  policy  was  “badly 
crippled”  by  the  widening  controversy. 

There  was  no  immediate  indication  that  Regan  or 
Casey  would  quit. 

Other  GOP  figures,  including  Senate  Republican 
leader  Bob  Dole  of  Kansas,  offered  backing  for  the 
embattled  Regan,  accused  by  congressional  critics 
of  mismanaging  the  White  House. 

“I  don’t  see  that  it  would  serve  any  purpose  at 
this  time  to  have  Don  Regan  leave,”  Dole  said. 

Meanwhile,  White  House  spokesman  Dan 
Howard  said  he  could  not  confirm  that  Marine  Lt. 
Col.  Oliver  W.  North  had  taken  the  Fifth  Amend¬ 
ment,  refusing  to  answer  several  questions  Mon¬ 
day  during  an  appearance  before  the  Senate  panel. 

North,  an  aide  to  Poindexter  on  the  National 
Security  Council,  was  fired  by  Reagan  for  his  role 
in  the  tunneling  to  Nicaraguan  resistance  forces  of 
profits  from  the  sales  of  U.S.  arms  to  Iran. 

Reagan  had  been  prodded  by  Republicans  and 
Democrats  alike  to  seek  an  independent  counsel  to 
dig  into  the  scheme  in  which  up  to  $40  million  from 
the  sale  of  arms  to  Iran  was  diverted  to  Contra 
rebels  in  Nicaragua. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  gov¬ 
ernment  said  Tuesday  its  main 
barometer  of  future  economic  activity 
posted  its  best  advance  in  three 
momths,  but  private  analysts  said  the 
0.6  percent  October  increase  was  not 
enough  to  sway  them  from  the  belief 
that  economic  prospects  remain  slug¬ 
gish. 

The  Commerce  Department  said 
the  October  rise  in  the  Index  of  Indi¬ 
cators  followed  a  0.2  percent  in  Au¬ 
gust. 

In  another  weak  assesment  of  the 
economic  performance,  the  Labor  De¬ 
partment  said  productivity  in  the 
non-farm  segment  of  the  economy 
limped  along  at  a  0.2  percent,  annual 
rate  of  increase  in  the  July-Septem- 
ber  quarter. 

This  gain  in  productivity,  which 
measures  the  efficientcy  with  which 
goods  and  services  are  produced,  was 
less  than  half  the  0.5  percent  increase 
in  the  spring  quarter  and  dramati¬ 
cally  lower  than  the  4.3  percent  rise  in 
the  first  three  months  of  the  year. 

The  October  advance  in  the  leading 
index  was  the  largest  monthly  gain 
since  a  1  percent  rise  in  July,  but  pri¬ 
vate  analysts  contended  the  increase 
was  swayed  by  special  factors  that  did 
not  reflect  underlying  strength. 

The  advance  would  have  been  a 
smalller  0.3  percent  except  for  a  big 
jump  in  the  prices  of  raw  materials. 
The  leading  index  considers  price  in¬ 
creases  for  raw  materials  as  a  sign  of 


increasing  demand  and  thus  a  signal 
of  faster  growth  in  the  future. 

Private  economists  said  the  price 
increases  for  recycled  paper,  alu¬ 
minum  and  raw  cotton,  while  reflect¬ 
ing  a  general  rise  in  commodity 
prices,  did  not  signal  any  underlying 
strength. 

They  noted  that  six  of  11  of  the 
forward-pointing  statistics  which 
make  up  the  index  actually  declined  in 
October  with  the  weakness  reflecting 
continued  problems  for  America’s 
battered  manufacturing  sector. 

But  Commerce  Secretary  Malcolm 
Baldridge  said  improvement  in  cer¬ 
tain  areas  such  as  a  big  drop  in  unem¬ 
ployment  claims  gave  hope  for  better 
showings  in  the  months  ahead. 

The  Reagan  administration  is  offi¬ 
cially  forecasting  growth  to  surge 
next  year  to  an  annual  rate  above  4 
percent,  as  measured  by  th  gross  na¬ 
tional  product.  This  would  be  sharoly 
higher  than  the  Weak  annual  growth 
of  around  2.5  percent  since  the  middle 
of  1984,  when  the  country’s  foreign 
trade  problems  began  to  force  wide¬ 
spread  layoffs  and  production  cut¬ 
backs  among  American  manufactur¬ 
ers. 

Allen  Sinai,  chief  economist  for 
Shearson  Lehman  Brothers,  said 
there  was  a  one-in-five  risk  of  a  reces¬ 
sion  early  next  year,  but  he  predicted 
the  recovery  from  the  1981-82  reces¬ 
sion  would  be  able  to  avoid  diipping 
into  another  downturn.

$1  million  in  surplus  B  road  funds  and

revenues. 

The  shortfall  will  mean  some  signif¬ 
icant  cutting  in  many  of  the  county 
departments;  “it  is  going  to  be  one  of 
the  most  difficult  tasks  that  we  have 
faced  as  a  county  commission,”  Miner 
said.  “It  is  very  difficult  to  have  to  cut 
people’s  jobs  and  services,  but  as  dif¬ 
ficult  as  that  is  we  find  it  preferable  to 
placing  an  added  tax  burden  on  the 
county  residents.” 

Utah  County  has  the  lowest  mil 
levy  tax  rate  in  the  Wasatch  Front, 
Miner  said. 

Utah  County  currently  employs  ap¬ 
proximately  400  people.  Miner  is  not

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Israeli  leaders  call  Contra  allegations  'complete  falsehood' 


JERUSALEM  (AP)  —  Israeli  leaders  Tuesday  denied 
new  assertions  that  their  country  siphoned  funds  from 
arms  deals  with  Iran  to  Nicaraguan  rebels.  Foreign  Minis¬ 
ter  Shimon  Peres  called  the  reports  “complete  falsehood.” 

Denials  from  the  top  three  government  officials  put 
Israel  in  apparent  conflict  with  President  Reagan,  who 
was  quoted  in  Time  magazine  as  saying  a  third  country 
channeled  money  to  the  rebels  from  inflated  prices  Iran 
paid  for  weapons. 

Newspapers  quoted  American  officials  as  saying  Rea¬ 
gan  meant  Israel,  which  has  acknowledged  secretly  ship¬ 
ping  U.S.  arms  to  Iran  but  has  denied  handling  payments 
to  the  rebels,  known  as  Contras. 

Defense  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin  told  Parliment  during 
a  45-minute  debate:  “The  Israeli  government  doesn’t 
maintain  contact  or  ties  or  supply  weapons  from  here  to 
the  rebels  in  Nicaragua.  It  has  not  given  approval  for  any 
Israeli  to  assist,  supply  know-how  or  weapons  from  Israel 
to  the  rebels.” 

He  was  replying  to  opposition  demands  for  parliamen¬ 
tary  supervision  of  Israel’s  extensive  arms  business. 


The  U.S.  Justice  Department  informally  has  told  Prime 
Minister  Yitzhak  Shamir’s  government  that  it  will  seek  to 
question  some  Israelis  in  an  investigation  of  the  Iranian 
arms  deal,  officials  said  privately. 

They  said  Israel  has  promised  to  cooperate  with  U.S. 
investigators,  but  no  formal  request  had  been  made. 

Israel  seeks  clarification  from  Washington  on  the  Rea¬ 
gan  remarks  published  in  time,  an  Israeli  legislator  said. 
He  spoke  on  condition  of  anonymity  and  would  not  elabo¬ 
rate. 

The  magazine  quoted  Reagan  as  saying:  “Another  coun¬ 
try  was  facilitating  those  sales  of  weapons  systems.  They 
then  were  overcharging  and  were  apparently  putting  the 
money  into  bank  accounts  of  the  leaders  of  the  Contras.  It 
wasn’t  us  funneling  money  to  them.  This  was  another 
country.” 

Shamir  said  on  Israel  radio  Tuesday  that,  whatever 
Reagan  said,  Israel  would  not  change  its  declaration  that 
it  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  rebels  “because  that  is  the 
truth.” 


Rioting  India  Hindus  number  16,000;  police  arrest  1,500 


NEW  DELHI,  India  (AP)  —  Mobs  of  Hindus  angered 
by  Sikh  terrorism  rampaged  through  the  capital  Tuesday 
and  battled  Sikhs  outside  their  temples. 

Police  reported  1,500  arrests  as  they  struggled  to  con¬ 
trol  the  16,000  Hindu  rioters. 

Bloodied  protesters  were  seen  at  several  confrontations 
with  club-swinging  police,  but  there  was  no  immediate 
figure  on  the  total  number  of  injured. 

The  rioting  erupted  during  a  general  strike  called  by  a 
Hindu  party  to  express  “anger  and  anguish”  over  the 
massacre  Sunday  of  24  Hindus  in  Punjab  state. 

The  assailants  were  described  by  police  as  Sikh  terror¬ 
ists. 

“The  situtation  is  very  tense.  We  can’t  say  for  sure  what 
we  are  going  to  do,”  area  police  chief  R.  Mohan  com¬ 
mented  on  Tuesday  evening  in  the  densely  historic  Sis- 


ganj  Sikh  temple. 

Police  fired  shots  in  the  air,  burst  tear  gas  shells  and 
made. repeated  charges  with  steel-tipped  bamboo  clubs  to 
break  up  the  melee  at  the  temple. 

“They  challenged  us,”  temple  spokesman  Hardeep 
Singh  said  to  explain  why  150  Sikhs  came  out  of  the  shrine 
with  ceremonial  swords  to  confront  8,000  Hindu 
protestors. 

He  said  the  Hindus  shouted  curses  and  derisive  chants. 

The  street  in  front  of  the  temple  was  littered  with  rocks 
and  broken  bricks  after  the  battle. 

The  army  was  put  on  alert  after  a  meeting  of  military 
and  government  officials,  and  police  cars  with  loudspeak¬ 
ers  cruised  the  city’s  neighborhoods  at  nightfall  warning 
people  to  stay  inside. 

A  curfew  was  declared  in  the  area  Tuesday  night. 


Geneva  steelworkers  may  be  prohibited  from  blocking  gates 


OREM  (AP)  —  USX  Corp.  representatives  will  ask  a 
circuit  judge  for  a  restraining  order  to  prevent  steelwork¬ 
ers  at  the  company’s  Geneva  Works  from  blockading  plant 
gates,  a  spokesman  said. 

Union  members  blockaded  plant  gates  in  Orem  Tues¬ 
day,  preventing  trucks  from  transporting  stockpiled  steel 
to  customers. 

Last  week,  a  number  of  steelworkers  were  arrested  by 
Utah  County  Sheriff  Dave  Bateman’s  deputies  on  misde¬ 
meanor  charges  for  preventing  the  trucks  from  entering 
the  plant. 

Bateman  said  if  USX  wanted  to  prevent  steelworkers 
from  halting  shipments  the  company  should  get  a  restrain¬ 
ing  order. 

The  steelworkers  contend  they  are  stopping  trucks  be¬ 
cause  USX  officials  have  violated  shipping  agreements 


they  made  with  the  United  Steelworkers  Union. 

The  company  maintains  it  has  no  agreement  limiting 
steel  shipments. 

Jack  Bollow,  USX  spokesman  in  Salt  Lake  City,  said 
the  company  would  seek  a  restraining  order  and  officials 
are  “in  the  process  of  whatever  we  have  to  do  to  do  that” 
Tuesday  afternoon. 

“Let’s  call  this  disturbance  what  it  is  —  a  strike.”  said 
Bollow,  who  added  that  the  company  has  been  shipping 
steel  since  a  work  stoppage  began  at  Geneva  and  USX 
plants  in  eight  other  states  on  Aug.  11. 

“Furthermore,”  Bollow  said,  “all  this  activity  by  union 
officials  is  just  another  attempt  to  divert  attention  away 
from  the  real  question  —  why  didn’t  they  allow  the  gen¬ 
eral  membership  here  to  vote  on  the  company’s  latest 
offer.” 


Hospital  costs  increase  7.5  percent;  average  bill  $3,840 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Hospital  charges  jumped  7.5 
percent  last  year  despite  cost-containment  efforts  and  a 
decline  in  the  average  stay  from  6.6  days  to  6.4  days, 
according  to  a  private  study  released  Tuesday. 

The  average  patient’s  bill  per  stay  increased  from 
$3,571  in  1984  to  $3,840  last  year,  according  to  the  study 
by  Equicor,  a  joint  venture  of  the  Hospital  Corporation  of 
America  and  the  Equitable  Group  and  Health  Insurance 
Company. 

“Greater  movement  of  patients  to  outpatient  treatment 
facilities,  the  growing  use  of  home  care,  new  medical 
technologies  and  procedures,  and  increasing  hospital  effi¬ 
ciency  have  all  contributed  to  the  overall  decline  in  the 
length  of  hospital  stays,”  said  Joseph  C.  Hutts,  chief 
operating  officer  of  Equicor. 


“While  the  decreasing  length  of  stay  is  having  a  signifi¬ 
cant  impact  on  containment  of  overall  health  care  costs, 
hospital  charges  in  most  states  are  still  sharply  increas¬ 
ing,”  Hutts  said  in  a  statement. 

The  study  showed  wide  variations  in  hospital  costs, 
from  a  34  percent  increase  in  Louisiana  to  a  26.8  percent 
decline  in  South  Dakota.  Hospital  charges  increased  in  40 
states  but  declined  in  10  states  and  the  District  of  Colum¬ 
bia,  according  to  the  study. 

The  nation’s  capital  had  the  highest  hospital  charges, 
$6,605  per  stay,  despite  a  9.2  percent  drop  in  costs  from 
the  1984  survey.  California  ranked  second  with  an  aver¬ 
age  charge  of  $5,107  per  stay  followed  by  $4,851  in  Michi¬ 
gan,  $4,615  in  Florida,  $4,527  in  Massachusetts  and  $4,502 
in  Illinois.

manufacturers  refute  charge 


Is  it  Puff  the  'Magic'  or  Puff  the  'Tragic'  Dragon] 


BOSTON  (AP)  A  cuddly  dragon 
that  spews  talcum  powder  tops  a  list 
of  10  dangerous  toys  that  manufactur¬ 
ing  officials  say  is  just  a  product-li¬ 
ability  lawyer’s  gimmick  to  attract 
new  clients. 

Attorney  Edward  Swartz’s  15th 
annual  list  of  “10  worst  toys”also  in¬ 
cludes  plastic  scooters,  toy  guns  and 
crib  toys. 

Jodi  Levin,  a  spokeswoman  for  the 
Toy  Manufacturers  of  America, 
asked, “If  these  toys  are  really  that 
dangerous,  why  does  he  only  seek  all 
this  publicity  at  Christmastime?” 

Swartz  said  he  releases  his  list  now 
because  it  is  when  most  toys  are 
bought. 

Heading  Swartz’s  list  is  Puff  the 
Magic  Dragon  by  Avon  Products. 

Swartz  said  this  toy  can  be  danger¬ 
ous  to  children  who  inhale  the  powder 
that  spews  from  the  dragon’s  nostrils 
when  squeezed. 

Avon  spokeswoman  Bernadette 
Mansur  said  the  product  has  been 
phased  out  of  production  as  part  of 


annual  product  changes. 

Mansur  said  the  powder  it  used  “is 
a  high-quality  mixture  of  asbestos- 
free,  cosmetic-quality  talc  and  corn 
starch,  and  presents  no  health  risks 
from  incidental  inhalation.”

One  bus  will  wait  fifteen  minutes 
after  the  end  of  the  game  to  allow  all 
passengers  an  opportunity  to  catch  a 
returning  bus  to  University  Mall. 

Passes  and  transfers  are  also  ac¬ 
cepted.  Passengers  can  buy  a  ticket 
and  transfer  for  the  round-trip  to  and 
from  the  game  at  University  Mall 
when  they  leave.  Exact  change  is  re¬ 
quired. 

“It  provides  a  good  service,  and  it’s 
well  used.

But  a  missile  level  of  1,320  is  better  than  having  it  go  higher.  There 
are  reports  that  the  Soviet  Union,  which  has  operational  missile 
assembly  lines,  may  go  back  into  full-scale  production.  The  United 
States  does  not  have  that  luxury. 

Why  do  we  need  more  missiles?  According  to  most  scientists,  the 
United  States  and  Russia  already  have  mutual  assured  destruction. 

Besides,  the  B-52  is  considered  a  vulnerable  part  of  our  defense. 

There  are  also  economic  questions.  It  would  cost  the  U.S.  economy 
billions  to  get  involved  in  a  renewed  arms  race.  Soviet  Premier 
Mikhail  Gorbachev  wants  to  put  more  money  into  the  domestic  sector 
of  his  country.  Reagan  is  fighting  a  $2  trillion  budget  deficit. 

If  money  is  tight  for  a  family,  should  they  buy  the  food  they  need  to 
live  or  a  color  television?  Most  people  would  buy  the  food  and  live 
without  the  television.  The  leaders  of  the  two  superpowers  should  look 
at  missiles  as  a  poor  family  should  look  at  a  color  TV.  They  aren’t 
necessary. 

Reagan’s  foreign  policy  has  lost  its  credibility  because  of  its  Iran/ 
Contra  mess.  Right  now  the  president  could  not  sell  a  jeep  to  Canada 
without  catching  flack.  It  is  not  right  for  him  to  break  SALT  II  in  an 
attempt  to  regain  his  toughness. 

Gorbachev  is  trying  to  work  out  an  arms  agreement.  He  probably  is 
not  as  sincere  as  his  Public  Relations  exterior.  But  we  should  try  to 
keep  the  lines  of  communications  open.

Although  it  was  never  formally  ratified,  SALT  II 
became  the  standard  against  which  progress  on 
arms  control  was  measured. 

In  discarding  SALT  II,  the  Reagan  administra¬ 
tion  has  shown  contempt  for  the  principles  of  arms 
control  it  has  publicly  professed,  and  for  the  wishes 
of  the  American  people  for  an  end  to  the  arms  race. 

The  United  States  has  repeatedly  accused  the 
Soviet  Union  of  treaty  violations  under  SALT  II, 
just  as  the  Soviets  have  accused  the  United  States 


of  exceeding  the  treaty  in  the  past.  The  accusations 
are  generally  based  on  disagreements  in  interpre¬ 
tating  the  treaty.  The  Soviets  want  cruise  missiles 
limited  while  the  United  States  says  new  cruise 
missies  are  allowed.  The  United  States  wants  SS- 
20  missiles  limited,  while  the  Soviets  say  new  SS- 
20’s  are  not  a  treaty  violation. 

The  strength  of  SALT  II  was  that  either  side 
could  use  it  as  a  reference  for  accusing  the  other 
side  of  violations.  If  the  United  States  thought  the 


Soviets  were  engaging  in  a  nuclear  build-u] 
could  accuse  them  of  violating  SALT  II  and  g; 
world  opinion  against  them  as  treaty  breaker 
Sadly,  it  it  the  United  States  who  must  now 
the  title  of  “treaty  breaker”  in  world  opinion.

It)  1979,  President  Carter  and  Congress  passed  a  law 
forbidding  the  sale  of  arms  to  Iran  or  any  other  terrorist 
nation.  Fourteen  months  ago  President  Reagan  began  to 
sell  “small  quantities”  of  arms  to  Iran  in  order  to  “improve 
relations.”  Two  weeks  ago  he  said  that  this  was  all  legal 
because  there  is  “no  evidence  that  Iran  has  supported  the 
terrorism  against  the  United  States”  during  the  the  last 
14  months.  If  this  is  true  then  why  did  Poindexter,  a 
former  member  of  his  cabinet,  say,  “We  still  list  Iran  as  a 
state  that  sponsors  terrorism?”  Sure  it  was  legal.  Why? 
Because  on  January  17,  1986,  Reagan  secretly  repealed 
the  arms  embargo  against  Iran,  thereby  making  it  legal. 

Reagan  blamed  the  press  for  ruining  any  future  deals 
with  Iran  because  of  misinformation  and  publicity.  He 
failed  to  point  out  that  it  was  the  Iranians  who  first  re¬ 
vealed  the  arms  deal  and  brought  on  public  scrutiny.

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Donated  computer 
extends  touch-tone 
services  on  campus

A  donation  of  a  $125,000  computer 
to  BYU  Admissions  and  Records  will 
add  other  touch-tone  services  to  the 
touch-tone  telephone  registration 
system  orignally  developed  at  BYU. 

Perception  Technology,  a  company 
based  in  Canton,  Mass. ,  donated  the 
computer  which  will  be  used  to  imple¬ 
ment  touch-tone  services  in  areas 
such  as  admissions,  financial  aids, 
academic  advisement,  graduation 
clearance  and  grade  distribution. 

In  1984,  BYU  became  the  first  uni¬ 
versity  in  the  United  States  to  de¬ 
velop  and  implement  a  touch-tone 
registration  system.  Since  that  time, 
18  other  universities  have  starting  us¬ 
ing  or  developing  telephone  registra¬ 
tion  systems. 

“We  appreciate  the  leadership  of 
Dean  Robert  W.  Spencer  and  his  staff 
in  developing  this  system,”  said  Jae 
R.  Ballif,  provost  and  academic  vice 
president.  “It  has  become  a  model  for 
the  rest  of  the  United  States.” 

BYU  developed  a  prototype  of  the 
system  on  an  Apple  computer  and 
then  shopped  for  a  computer  with  the 
features  and  capacity  needed  to  regis¬ 
ter  27,000  students,  said  Erlend  D. 
Peterson,  registrar. 

At  a  special  educational  research 
price,  in  1983,  Perception  Technology 
supplied  BYU  with  a  mini-computer 
with  an  internal  custom  software  pro¬ 
gram  that  responds  to  touch-tone  sig¬ 
nals. 

The  telephone  registration  system, 
which  gives  immediate  feedback  on 
class  availability,  replaced  an  optical 
scan  system  that  processed  students 
in  batches  and  required  more  time  for 
students  to  find  out  the  results.

Usually  a  drug  will  go  from  cell  cul¬ 
ture  to  small  mammals  and  then  on  to 
higher  primates  before  ever  being 
tested  on  humans,. said  Murray.  Rib¬ 
avirin  has  gone  straight  from  cell  cul¬ 
ture  testing  to  humans. 

The  drug  ribavirin  was  first  syn¬ 
thesized  in  1972  by  Roland  K.  Robins, 
former  director  of  the  Cancer  Re¬ 
search  Center  at  BYU. 

At  the  time  the  drug  was  devel¬ 


oped,  Robins  was  with  the  Nucleic 
Acid  Research  Institute  in  Costa 
Mesa,  Calif. 

Ultimate  Goal 

The  ultimate  goal  of  North  and 
Murray’s  work  lies  in  the  reason  the 
drug  works  rather  than  its  applica¬ 
tion. 

They  believe  that  understanding 
why  ribavirin  works  against  so  many 
viruses  could  yield  to  information 


about  how  the  viruses  themselves  op¬ 
erate.  This  information  could  eventu¬ 
ally  lead  to  new  treatments. 

“We  can  use  these  drugs  as  probes 
into  how  viruses  actually  go  about  do¬ 
ing  their  thing,”  said  North. 

“So  it’s  a  cyclical  thing.  The  more  we 
know  about  about  virus  replication, 
the  more  doors  are  open  for  people  to 
come  in  with  anti-viral  drugs  to  ex¬ 
ploit  those  mechanisms.”

Although  the  film  is  funny,  the  sus¬ 
pense  and  excitement  of  the  film  don’t 
take  a  back  seat. 

It  is  one  of  those  rare  movies  that 
seeks  to  be  just  about  everything  and 
pretty  much  succeeds. 

The  movie  takes  up  where  “Star 
Trek  III:  The  Search  for  Spock”  left 
off.  All  the  hanging  plot  points  and 
unanswered  questions  are  resolved. 

In  many  ways,  this  film  is  the  clos¬ 
est  to  the  original  series  in  spirit  and 
form  than  were  any  of  the  previous 
“Star  Trek”  films. 

There  is  humor  —  the  Spock/Mc- 
Coy  relationship  is  played  more  for 
laughs  than  conflict.  There  is  a  huge, 
obvious,  moral  message  aimed  di¬ 
rectly  at  the  inhabitants  of  the  20th 
century.  Scotty  has  his  usual  prob¬ 
lems  giving  Kirk  all  the  power  he  de¬ 
sires.  And  the  film  isn’t  overwhelmed 
by  huge  special  effects  that  get  in  the 
way  of  telling  the  story. 

“Star  Trek  IV”  has  something  to 
say  about  almost  all  the  great  issues 
of  the  1980s  —  from  pollution  and  nu¬ 
clear  power  to  saving  the  whales.  But 
since  everything  is  done  tongue-in- 
cheek,  all  that  preaching  just  doesn’t 
matter  —  the  movie  is  that  good. 

Although  telling  very  much  about 


the  rather  intricate  plot  would  spoil 
the  pleasure  of  seeing  the  film,  it  is 
probably  safe  to  say  that  to  save  the 
planet  Earth  from  destruction,  Kirk 
and  his  crew  must  travel  back  in  time 
to  San  Francisco,  1986,  to  find  the 
solution. 

Some  of  the  scenes  are  beyond  de¬ 
scription,  but  they  all  fit  beautifully 
into  the  film’s  plot.  Some  moments 
that  stand  out  are  Spock  dealing  with 
a  punk  rocker;  Chekov  shouting  on 
the  street  (in  a  thick  Russian  accent), 
asking  where  the  nearest  nuclear 
“wessel”  (vessel)  is;  Scotty  trying  to 
speak  into  the  mouse  of  an  Apple  com¬ 
puter  and  McCoy  healing  a  dying 
woman  while  showing  his  complete 
contempt  for  the  medical  community 
of  1986. 

All  of  the  series’  regulars  that  have 
appeared  in  the  other  “Trek”  films  are 
in  this  one  —  William  Shatner,  Leon¬ 
ard  Nimoy  (who  also  directed  the 
film),  DeForest  Kelley,  James 
Doohan,  George  Takei,  Walter 
Koenig  and  Nichelle  Nichols. 

Also  returning  are  Mark  Lenard 
and  Jane  Wyatt  as  Spock’s  parents. 
New  to  the  series  is  Catherine  Hicks, 
wlio  plays  (in  another  return  to,,  the 
original  series  format)  the  woman 
that  Kirk  falls  in  love  with. 

Because  much  of  the  movie  was 
filmed  in  modern-day  San  Francisco, 
there  is  a  lack  of  emphasis  on  special 
effects.  But  although  they  aren’t  ob¬ 
trusive,  there  are  many  and  they  are 
very  well  done.  The  effects  work  on 
“Star  Trek  IV”  was  done  by  George 
Lucas’  Industrial  Light  and  Magic 
company. 

“Star  Trek  IV”  is  the  conclusion  of  a 
trilogy  of  films  that  began  with  “Star 
Trek  II:  The  Wrath  of  Kahn.”  (“Star 
Trek  I”  seems  to  have  been  conve¬ 
niently  forgotten,  along  with  its  uni¬ 
forms.)  Only  a  few  hints  and  conflicts 
are  given  to  show  what  might  be  the 
subject  of  the  next  “Star  Trek”  film. 

There  is  a  little  profanity  in  the  film 
(it  is  played  mostly  for  laughs  when 
Spock  and  Kirk  try  to  adjust  them¬ 
selves  to  20th  century  speaking  pat¬ 
terns),  and  there  is  very  little  that 
could  be  deemed  offensive  in  terms  of 
sex  or  violence.  It  is  the  sort  of  film 
that  the  entire  family  can  enjoy. 
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miered  last  Christams  at  St.  Johns  in 
Cambridge,  England. 

“This  is  such  a  beautiful  piece  of 
music  and  when  I  heard  it  this  sum¬ 
mer  I  knew  it  had  to  be  part  of  B  YU’s 
concert,”  said  Wilberg.

Start  with  long  underwear  of  wool/ 
cotton  fishnet.  It  retains  body  heat  by 
trapping  dead  air.  Be  sure  to  bathe 
before  and  after  your  outing  or  the 
dead  air  may  turn  into  deadly  air. 

Next  wear'll  wool,  or  at  least  ,  a 
wool-blend,  shirt.  Make  sure  the  shirt 
tail  is  long  so  it  wilfstav  tucked  in.

For  more  warmth  don’t 
wear  a  heavier  sweater,  but  put  on 
two  lighter  sweaters. 

Wool  is  the  best  material  for 
warmth.  Ask  any  sheep.  One  of  the 
best  features  of  wool  is  that  it  retains 
heat  even  if  it  gets  wet. 

A  parka  or  windbreaker  goes  over 
the  sweaters.  Parkas  can  range  from 
polyester  shells  to  gore-tex  jackets  to 
insulated  coats. 

Gore-tex  is  a  material  which 
“breathes.”  It  keeps  rain  out  plus  al¬ 
lows  perspiration  from  the  body  to 
escape.  People  traveling  with  you 
might  not  enjoy  that,  but  it  makes  it 
comfortable  for  you.  Now  almost  ev¬ 
ery  piece  of  clothing  is  available  in 
gore-tex.  It  is  relatively  expensive.

prevent  blisters.  Put  one  or  two  pairs 
of  wool  over  your  nylon  socks. 

You  can  use  ladies  nylons  for  the 
first  layer  on  your  feet.  Be  sure  to 
take  them  off  before  you  return  to 
school  if  you’re  male.  Again,  there 
may  be  social  and/or  standards  prob¬ 
lems. 

Boots  should  be  a  size  larger  than 
normal  to  handle  all  the  layers  of 
socks.  Treat  the  outer  boot,  seams 
and  all,  with  leather  oil  or  wax  such  as 
Sno-Seal  to  help  waterproof  the 
boots. 

You  can  buy  “gaiters”  to  strap  on 
the  lower  leg  that  prevent  water  from 
getting  into  the  top  of  the  boot. 

If  your  boots  get  wet,  do  not  warm 
them  by  the  fire,  on  or  off  your  feet. 
That  is  the  quickest  way  to  destroy 
them. 

These  recommendations  for  warm 
winter  dress  are  not  absolute.  Every¬ 
body  has  different  opinions  about 
what  materials  are  best  or  how  many 
socks  to  wear.  In  general,  however,  it 
is  best  to  dress  in  layers.

The  women 
play  in  the  nightcap  against  Southern 
California,  last  year’s  NCAA  run- 
nerup. 

Utah  State  has  the  edge  over  the 
Cougars  as  the  Aggies  haven’t  lost  to 
BYU  in  nine  straight  ball  games,  dat¬ 
ing  back  to  1981. 

BYU  Coach  Ladell  Anderson,  who 
has  also  served  as  athletic  director 
and  basketball  coach  at  the  Utah 
State,  hasn’t  beat  his  old  schools  in  six 
trys. 

But  this  year  the  Cougars  are  pre¬ 
dicted  to  challenge  for  the  WAC 
championship.  Utah  State,  on  the 
other  hand,  is  picked  to  finish  near  the 
bottom  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Athletic 
Association. 

The  Cougars  are  0-1  in  regular  sea¬ 
son  play  after  losing  to  Oklahoma  119- 
10.  The  Aggies  participated  in  the 
Great  Alaska  Shootout  and  finished 
fourth  in  the  tournament.  They  de¬ 
feated  Washington  before  losing  to 
Northeastern  and  North  Carolina 
State. 

Aggie  guard  Kevin  Nixon  scored  28 
points  against  North  Carolina  State. 
BYU  Assistant  Coach  Carl  Ingersoll 
expects  Nixon  will  score  the  bulk  of 
the  points  from  the  perimeter  in 
tonight’s  contest. 

Utah  State  is  .coached  by  Rod 
Tueller,  who  is  9-5  against  the  Cou¬ 
gars.  Tuellar  was  0-5  against  BYU  in 
his  his  first  five  games  against  the 
in-state  rival. 


“We  should  match  up  well,”  said 
Ingersoll.  “We  should  present  prob¬ 
lems  for  them  with  our  inside  power 
game.” 

Ingersoll  says  the  team  is  ready  for 
Utah  State,  but  they  would  have  liked 
to  have  gone  farther  in  the  NIT  tour¬ 
nament. 

“We  felt  we  were  a  better  team 
than  Oklahoma,”  he  said.  “Utah  State 
has  the  advantage  because  they 
played  more  recently.” 

BYU  next  travels  to  Notre  Dame 
for  a  Saturday  night  game  against 
Notre  Dame.  The  game  against  the 
Irish  will  be  televised  live  on  KSL-TV 
(Channel  5). 

Next  Tuesday  the  Cougars  will 
stay  back  in  the  midwest  and  tangle 
with  fifth-ranked  Iowa.  The 
Hawkeyes  won  last  week’s  Great 
Alaska  Shootout.  KBYU-TV  (Chan¬ 
nel  11)  will  televise  the  Hawkeye 
game. 

The  women’s  team  will  tangle  with 
the  Trojans,  following  the  Utah  State 
game.  USC  owns  a  3-0  series  lead 
over  the  Cougars.  Last  year  in  Los 
Angeles  USC  drubbed  BYU  102-53. 

USC  is  1-1  this  season  with  a  win 
over  No.  12  Old  Dominion  and  a  89-69 
loss  to  No.  1  and  defending  NCAA 
champ  Texas. 

“Southern  Cal  is  a  good  basketball 
team,”  said  BYU  women’s  coach 
Courtney  Leishman.  “We’ll  have  to 
work  hard.  Overall,  they  are  strong, 
quick,  and  good  shooters.  They  are 
just  fine  athletes.” 

The  women  travel  to  the  Boise 
State  Invitational  Friday  and  Satur¬ 
day.

Pope  makes  tour; 
attempts  to  rectify 
erosion  of  church 

ROME  (AP)  —  Pope  John  Paul  II 
returned  from  a  six-nation  Asian  and 
Pacific  tour  and  said  he  had  posed  a 
“challenge”  in  Australia  to  the 
steadily  eroding  Roman  Catholic 
Church  there. 

John  Paul  was  met  by  a  group  of 
church  officials  when  his  plane  landed 
in  Ciampino  military  airport  in  Rome, 
Monday. 

The  66-year-old  pontiff  was  high- 
spirited  after  his  two- week,  31,000- 
mile  pilgrimage.  He  appeared  satis¬ 
fied  with  his  mission. 

“I  should  be  tired,  but  it  seems  to 
me  Pm  not,”  he  said.  The  pope  started 
his  day  in  Australia  before  flying  to 
the  Seychelles. 

The  pope  dismissed  as  “stupid” 
questions  about  the  reported  contro¬ 
versy  over  the  $3  million  cost  of  his 
trip,  the  longest  of  his  papacy.  He 
said  he  had  embarked  with  “an  impor¬ 
tant  message  to  carry,”  a  challenge 
for  the  church  to  renew  itself. 

Australia’s  church  is  considered  to 
be  in  a  crisis.  Mass  attendance  has 
plummeted,  the  ranks  of  priests  are 
thinning  and  large  numbers  of 
Catholics  ignore  church  teachings  on 
contraception,  abortion  and  divorce.

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Food  prices  rising, 
farm  to  earn  more 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Farm  in¬ 
come  will  rise  next  year  and  con¬ 
sumers  will  see  another  modest  in¬ 
crease  in  food  prices,  a  senior 
Agriculture  Department  economist 
predicted  today. 

“While  U.S.  crop  prices  will  remain 
under  pressure,  farmers’  income  from 
crops  will  be  supported  by  govern¬ 
ment  price  support  programs,”  said 
James  R.  Donald,  chairman  of  the  de¬ 
partment’s  world  agricultural  outlook 
board.  “With  cattle  and  hog  prices 
higher,  livestock  producers  should 
earn  more.  Low  inflation  should  help 
hold  farm  production  expenses  in 
check.” 

But  record  foreign  harvests  are  ex¬ 
pected  in  1986-87  and  will  “about  off¬ 
set  a  smaller  U.S.  crop  and  keep 
global  output  around  1985-86’s  record 
level,”  he  said.

OTC  drugs  abused,  says  expert

As  the  winter  season  is  upon  us,  the  chance  of 
catching  colds  increases  and  pharmacists  suggest 
that  students  read  warnings  and  labels  on  over-the- 
counter  drugs  and  medications. 


Over-the-counter  drugs  (OTC)  are  available 
without  a  physician’s  prescription  and  are  often 
misused,  according  the  American  Fork  Hospital. 

“We  don’t  sell  a  lot  of  the  over-the-counter  drugs 
here  at  the  health  center  because  we  don’t  carry 
many  of  them,”  said  Craig  Swenson,  a  pharmacist 
at  the  BYU  Health  Center. 


The  OTC  drugs  at  the  health  center  are  pur¬ 
chased  by  most  students  after  they  have  seen  a 
doctor  and  the  drug  has  been  prescribed  for  them 
said  Swenson. 

“Awareness  of  what  the  various  drugs  contain 
seems  to  be  of  little  interest  to  some  students,”  said 
Swenson,  “but  we  try  to  pay  close  attention  so  that 
we  can  help  any  student  with  a  question  they  might 
have.” 

He  said  that  in  each  packaged  drug  there  is  an 
insert  which  tells  about  the  contents  of  the  drug  and 
other  information  pertaining  to  the  drug. 

The  health  center  also  has  a  book  available  to 
students  called  “Advice  for  the  Patient,  Drug  In¬ 
formation  in  Lay  Language.” 


In  six  months,  from  April  to  September  of  this 
year,  the  bookstore  sold  approximately  11,000 
packages  of  over-the-counter  drugs. 

Dave  Tanner,  notions  buyer  for  the  bookstore, 
said  he  has  found  most  students  ignore  the  labels 
and  warnings  on  the  OTC  drug  packages. 

“Most  students  think  the  stuff  is  a  cure  for  what 
they  have.  It’s  not.  It  only  takes  the  edge  off,”  said 
Tanner. 

“Students  need  to  use  the  warning  labels  as  a 
guide  when  they  use  over-the-counter  drugs,”  he 
added. 

If  there  is  abuse  of  over-the-counter  drugs  here 
on  campus,  Tanner  said  education  is  the  best  anti¬ 
dote  to  the  abuse.

MANILA,  Philippines  (AP)  —  Negotiators  for  commu¬ 
nist  rebels  said  Tuesday  they  will  not  demand  a  share  of 
power  immediately.  The  military  reported  no  fighting 
anywhere  in  the  country  five  days  after  a  cease-fire  agree¬ 
ment. 

The  truce  is  to  run  for  60  days,  beginning  Dec.  10,  while 
the  rebels  and  President  Corazon  Aquino’s  government 
seek  a  permanent  solution  to  the  insurgency  that  began  17 
years  ago. 


In  comments  during  a  television  interview,  the  rebel 
negotiators  also  said  they  “can  live,”  for  now,  with  the 
presence  of  U.  S.  military  bases.  Leases  on  Clark  Air  Base 
and  Subic  Bay  Navel  Base  run  until  1991,  and  Aquino  has 
pledged  to  honor  them. 

The  president  dismissed  two  more  Cabinet  ministers 
Tuesday  and  the  armed  forces  commander  reassigned 
armored  vehicles  belonging  to  the  Defense  Ministry  secu¬ 
rity  force,  which  was  linked  to  an  alleged  coup  plot.
